H agan mai n tains that Jordan and the 
United States differ on the approach to 
peace while agreeing ” on the need for ter- 
ritorial exchange ” between the Arabs and 
Israelis and “ on the need for achieving rec- 
ognition of the legitimate rights of the 
Palestinians. ” 

Carter has backed away from an earlier 
endorsement of a Palestinian homeland and 
has refused direct dealings with the Pales-, 
tine Liberation Organization. 

“ I find it difficult to see how the Palesti- 
nian question can be discussed without 
inclusion of die Palestinians, ’’ Hassan said. 

Referring to Israel's proposal to grant 
only a limited form of autonomy to the peo- 
ple, but not the land, of the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip, Hassan said, “ I do not see that, 
given the present limitations, that either 
Jordan or the West Bankers or the PLO 
regard a Transkei-type Bantus tan auton- 
omy as a stepping stone toward a com- 
prehensive peace. ” 

Transkei is an autonomous black home- 
land created by South Africa as part of a 
program of racial- territorial separation. 
Such territories, collectively known as Ban- 
tustans, are not recognized by most other 
nations. 

Jordan's position has been that, following 
a negotiated Israeli withdrawal from the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip, the people liv- 
ing in the area should vote to deride 
whether they want to return to the king- 


dom, form a federation with Jordan or gain 
complete independence. 

Whatever the outcome of such a referen- 
dum, Hassan said he expects the West Bank 
to retain social, economic and political links 
with Jordan. Discussing U.S.- Jordan differ- 
ences over the Camp David accords, Has- 
san said : “ We do not expect the United 
States to repudiate what it seems as gains in 
terms of peace between Egypt and Israel or 
the achievement of Israeli withdrawal from 
Sinai. Yet. at the same time, if no progress is 
expected in the period between (now) and 
January on the autonomy, we do expect 
American statesmanship to countenance an 
initiative which could highlight positive 
developments, such as arresting of the 
Israeli settlement process and full achieve- 
ment of self-determination (of the Palesti- 
nian people). ’’ 

Jordan, die crown prince said, looked for 
an end to “ gesture-politics, that is to say 
perpetuating the autonomy talks for their 
own sake ” while Israel continues to expand 
its settlements. 

Camp David then “ could be replaced by 
a wider process involving the parties com- 
mitted to peace, from which I do not 
exclude a large sector of Israeli public opin- 
ion. " Those parties, be said, also would 
indude the Soviet Union, one of die co- 
sponsors of the 1973 Middle East peace 
conference in Geneva. 

Ra Aer than signalling any change in Jor- 
dan' s position regarding a comprehensive 
peace settlements, Hassan indicated he 
looked for a shift in the strong U.S. com- 
mittment to Camp David. 

“ It is still our hope that final positions 
have not been taken and that die United 
States is susceptible to the urgent request 
for arresting of (Israeli) settlements... as 
well as the returning to the spirit and letter 
of (U.N.) Security Council) Resolution 
242. ” The resolution calls for Israeli with- 
drawal from Arab territory occupied in 
1 967 while recognizing IsraeFs right to live 
within secure borders. 

While conceding that Arab opponents of 
the peace talks are politically divided, Has- 
san said they are united on the question of 
the occupied territories and Palestinian 
rights to self-determination. He expected 
this agreement to be strengthened at an 
Arab foreign ministers conference here 
later this month and at an Arab summit to 
be hosted by King Hussein in November. 

Asked if any dramatic new Arab peace 
initiative was in the offing, Hassan replied.

Benin condemns West’s initiative 

Shamir in Europe to lobby for Camp David 


TEL AVTV, June 3 (Agencies) — Israeli 
Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir flew to 
Europe Tuesday in a continued effort to avert 
a possible West European initiative to change 
United Nations Resolution 242. 

Shamir flew to Amsterdam to begin a tour 
of the Netherlands, Belgium and Denmark 
where he will meet the countries’ foreign 
ministers. 

Prime Minister Menahem Begin Monday 
strongly attacked the Eui -pean plans to 
introduce changes to Resolution 242 aimed 
at attracting the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
ization into Middle East peace negotiations. 
Israel has persistently refused to deal with the 
PLO, 

Shamir said at the airport that Monday' s 
assassination attempts an three West Bank 
mayors were likely to affect his talks 
“because they were another symptom of the 
tension which our peace efforts are aimed at 

^BeSn^tteriy condemned the proposed 
initiative, dedaring that it would be a direct 


threat to the existence of Israel. “Some of die 
West European countries planning this ini da- 
tive have no moral right to demand of Israel 
to recongnize the Palestine Liberation 
Organization or to interfere in Israel* s 
determination of its security needs,” he told 
the Knesset. 

The prime minister also said that his gov- 
ernment will not kill a proposed law dedaring 
Jerusalem to be the eternal and indivisible 
capital of Israel. The proposal was cited by 
Sadat as a reason for suspending the negotia- 
tions on Palestinian autonomy. 

Begin, in urging the West European 
nations to call off their Middle East initiative, 
died ‘‘the German people’s heinous and his- 
toric crimes against the Jewish people, the 
crimes of the French wartime Vichy govern- 
ment and the Italian fascist government s role 
in tile plot to wipe out our people.” 

“These peoples have no moral right to 
force us to take any steps that would 
endanger our existence and this is what the 
proposed European initiative actually would 


do.” he said. 

In London the foreign Office made it dear 
Britain understands President Jimmy Car- 
ter's warning again st any European move 
that might thwart his efforts to promote a 
complete Israeli- Egyptian peace settlement. 

“(British) ministers have said they would 
not want to do anything that may cut across 
what the United States is doing to fulfil the 
Camp David process,” a spokesman acknow- 
ledged. 

The nine member-states of the European 
Co mmuni ty had been advised privately that 
the United States would veto any attempt in 
the United Nations Security Council by the 
Europeans to introduce a new resolution. 

The British spokesman continued: “The 
foreign ministers of the European Commun- 
ity are due to report to heads of government 
in Venice cm June 1 2 and 13 on the possibility 
of Europe playing a role in the Middle East. 
Until they have done so we obviously cannot 
comment on what they may or may not 
recommend.”

Minister signs 
venture with 
Pakistan today

ISLAMABAD, June 3 — Finance and 
National Economy Minister Sheikh 
w&unanunad Aba A1 Khail arrived here 
Tuesday on a three-day visit aimed at setting 
up a $100 million joint Saudi Arabian- 
Pakistani industrial and agricultural invest- 
ment company. 

Sheikh Aba A1 Khail, the first Saudi Ara- 
bian finance minister to visit Pakistan told 
reporters on arrival that the joint investment 
company “will contribute to widening 
economic cooperation between the two 
friendly countries” . He said the company will 
to be “an effective vehicle of carrying 
economic cooperation, both on 
government- to-govemment basis and financ- 
ing private- sector projects.” 

He expressed the hope that the establish- 
ment of the company would attract more 
joint ventures and promote investment in 
other sectors as well. 

Aba A1 Khail. leading a high level six- 
member delegation was received on arrival 
by Finance Minister Ghuiam Ishaq Khan, 
Interior and Religious affairs Minister 
Mehmood Haroon, Ambassador Samir 
AJ-Sbihabi and senior government officials. 

He and his counterpart Ghuiam Khan are 
scheduled to sign two agreements Wednes- 
day afternoon. The other agreement will 
extend $60 million Saudi Development Fund 
loan to Pakistan to finance repairs and mod- 
ifications of the worlds biggest earth filled 
dam, Tarbela, about 100 kilometers from the 
capital. 

The joint investment company with a capi- 
tal investment of $100 is being set up on the 
basis of an agreement signed between the two 
countries in Riyadh in December 1976. The 
Kingdom will provide half the capital in con- 
vertible foreign exchange while Pakistan will 
furnish the other half in local currency. 

Aba A1 Khail said that beside his talks with 
senior government officials he would also call 
on President Zia Ul-Haq to convey greetings 
from King Khaled. 

P akistani Finance Minister thanked the 
Kingdom for its “generous help,” to Pakistan 
in the past and said that it expressed King 
Khaled 1 s deep interest in Pakistan’s prosper- 
ity and stability. 


NABLUS. West Bank, June 3 (Agencies) 
— Israeli troops were Tuesday forcibly 
breaking a general strike called in the 
occupied West Bank after assassination 
attempts on three leading Palestinian 
mayors. 

In Bethlehem, the municipal council res- 
igned in protest against Monday’s car- bomb 
attacks which crippled two mayors. A third 
escaped when he spotted a bomb in his car 
and called the police. 

Bethlehem Mayor Elias Freij announced 
the resignation of the council, saying: “The 
criminal attacks were a turning point in the 
history of the West Bank.” Monday the towd 
council of Gaza resigned after the blasts, in 
which Nablus Mayor Bassam Shaka lost both 
legs and Ramallah Mayor Karim Khalaf lost a 
foot. 

Isreali soldiers forced many striking 
shopowners to open for business. 

In cases where shopowners were not stand- 
ing outside their stores, troops smashed door 
locks, forcing them open. Among the shops 
forced open was Bethlehem Mayor Freij* s 
busy souvenir compound in the town square. 

Toe general strike was called by the execu- 
tive of the Palestine Liberation Organization 
(PLO) in Damascus as a wave of anger swept 
the area. Palestinians quickly blamed Jewish 
extremists for the attakes. 

From his hospital bed. Mayor Shaka. 
whose condition was reported to be improv- 
ing, told reporters Tuesday. “They can take 
my legs, but they cannot break my spirit.” 

The strike brought commerce to a stand- 
still until the Israeli troops moved in to open 
the shops. In Nablus, many shops were forced 
open by midday. 

Nablus Deputy Mayor Zafer al-Masri said 
he was sure the attackers were Israeli settlers. 
“ The Israelis are not satisfied with their offi- 
cial army and have set up several private ones 
which have access to all the equipment they 
need. ” he told reporters. Israeli settlers in 
occupied Arab territories are supplied with 
sub- machine guns by the army. 

“ We are not armed and we do not have 
sufficient means of defending ourselves while 
our dries are open to the Israeli settlers, ” he 
said. 

Dr. Matern Abu Ghazaleh, shaken after 
watching Shaka’ s blackened and severed 
limbs removed from his car, mocked Israel s 
plan for Palestinian autonomy. “ Deporta- 
tion or elimination, that is the new Israeli 
policy of coexistence. ” he said with sarcasm. 
“ The people feel anger, protest and confu- 
sion, ” said one Palestinian journalist. 

The incidents occurred a few hours before 
Begin informed the Knesset he was taking 
charge of the defense ministry, inducting 
responsibility for the West Bank, following 
the resignation of Ezer Weizman. Israel also 
banned tbe circulation of two Arabic news- 
papers one day before the attacks on the 
mayors. 

In Cairo, Egypt Monday condemned “ the 
barbaric and criminal ” bomb attack on tbe 
mayors saying tbe inddent is a direct product 
of “ the invalid Israeli settlement policy and 
the Israeli military rule which encourage ter- 
rorism and undermine peaceful coexistence 
between Israelis aud Palestinians. 


A foreign ministry statement boradcast 
over Cairo television said the inddent dis- 
qualifies Israel as a power capable of main- 
taining security in the West Bank and the 
Gaza Strip. 

The statement pinned the blame on an 
unidentified Israeli terrorist group and asked - 
the Israeli government to punish them. 

“ What happened discards Israel's dai min 
assuming security in occupied Arab ter- 
ritories because it was under Israeli occupa- 
tion that Palestinians where driven out of 
their homes, their rights were usurped and 
their lives and security were endangered,” 
the statement said. 

In Jeddah, the Organization of the Islamic 
Conference Tuesday condemned the car 
bombings, while Lebanon, Syria and South 
Yemen charged Israel with responsibility for 
the attacks. 

The wave of protest follows Monday’s 
mutilation of the two mayors by Jewish 
extremists' bombs and a subsequent call by 
the PLO for an urgent meeting of the United 
Nations Security Council to discuss Israeli 
practices in the occupied West Bank. In blam- 
ing the Israeli government for the bombings, 
Lebanese Prime Minister S alim Al-Hoss said 
“this deplorable crime is a link in the chain of 
ugly crimes which Israel has been committing 
without any deterrent.. in an attempt to con- 
secrate its occupation of Arab land and 
impose its racist and expansionist policy." 

AJ -Booth, the ruling party newspaper in 
Syria, accused the Israeli authorities of “- 
planning this criminal attempt with the aim of 
liquidating Palestinian leaders in the 
occupied homeland." South Yemen, in a 
statement issued through its embassy in 
Beirut, condemned that it called “the bar- • 
baric operation carried out by the Zionist 
enemy authorities.” The statement expressed 
support for the PLO’s urging that the UN. 
Security Council “consider the danger of the 
Zionist enemy’s practices and terrorism in 
occupied Arab land.” 

The Organization of the Islamic Confer- 
ence added its weight to the growing con- 
demnation of Jewish terrorism in a statement 
by OIC Secretary General Habib Chatti. He 
said the organization voices its wrath and 
condemnation of terrorist operations carried 
out by Zionist authorities aimed at the physi- 
cal liquidation of nationalist Palestinian lead- 
ers resisting occupation. 

"The crimes carry the imprints of the 
executioners who are in power in Israel," 
Chatti said. “They could not tolerate any 
more the uprising, throughout the West bank 
and Gaza, against the Zionist occupation and 
the so called self-rule plan. Having failed to 
queQ the sweeping rebellion despite resorting 
to violence, they turned to criminal ways, 
thus unveiling thier true identity.” 

The mayor of Nablus, Bassam Shakaa, had 
both his legs amputated Monday after a 
bomb destroyed his car outside the Nablus 
town hall. A bomb connected to the car's 
starter went off as soon as the mayor turned 
the key. Half an hour later, a second bomb 
exploded in the car of Ramallah Mayor 
Karim Khalaf, another strong Palestinian 
nationalist. Mayor Khalaf s left foot had to be 
amputated.

MECCA, June 3 (SPA) — The Muslim 
World League will grant assistance to 84 
mosques in Belgium, Malaysia-, Indonesia, 
Thailand and Singapore. Committees were 
formed to study the situation of the mosques 
in those countries, it was reported. 

The committee for Belgium derided that 
980,000 Belgian Francs was required for 
asssting 49 mosques in that country. The 
committee held meetings in Brussels to dis- 
cuss conditions of the mosques in light of 
reports it has received. 

The committee for South-East Asia 
granted 1,217,000 Malaysian DoDars-for 14 
mosques in Malaysia, $ 895,000 for 13 mos- 
ques in Indonesia. 5 300,000 for three mos- 
ques in Singapore and $ 591,000 for five 
mosques in Thailand. 

All Muhammad Mukhtar, secretary gen- 
eral of the Higher Council of Mosques said 
the South-East Asia committee considered 
forming local council in those countries. The 
councils will be linked to the Continental 
Council of Mosques in Asia that will be based 
in Jakarta, Indonesia.

Eastern Province treats land 


with chemicals and fertilizers 


DAMMAM, June 3 (SPA) —The Eastern 
Province branch of the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture and Water has treated 2,500 donums of 
agricultural land with fertilizers and chemi- 
cals in Dammam and Al-Khobar during the 
past three months. 

According to the director of the branch in 
Dammam, Muhammad Ibrahim AI- Khalil, 
10,177 chicken and cattle were treated dur- 
ing the same period, and 257,888 chicken 
and cattle were vaccinated. Khalil said that 
150 shipments of various types, weights and 
sizes of equipment, machinery, pesticides and 


fertilizers were cleared from Eastern Pn>- 
vince customs. 

He added that recently approval was 
obtained to dig 75 wells to residents for 
industrial, agricultural and residential pur- 
poses. Khalil also said that the brandies geol- 
ogy department is supervising the digging of 
artesian wells in the region to protect subter- 
ranean waters and their volume. In addition, 
the bacteriological laboratory of the branch 
inspects sick animals in die area and analyzes 
samples to diagnose the disease before start- 
ing the treatment or carrying out any surgery.

Cabinet spokesman Dr. Muhammad Abdo 
Yamani. minister of information, said that 
after listening to Prince Sultan's report, the 
cabinet approved the idea of setting up a 
general organization for technical and voca- 
tional training along with guidelines for the 
organization. 

The Cabinet also examined the report of 
the Gulf Postal Organization and empowered 
Minister of Posts, Telegraph and Telephones 
Dr. AJawi Darwish Kayyal to ratify it on 
behalf of Saudi Arabia, Yamani said. The 
draft financial statement erf water and sewage 
departments, already finalized in previous 
sessions, was re-examined and approved. 

The Cabinet also approved a law on the 
preservation of water resources and a 
number of amendments to the law regarding 
commercial agents. Dr. Y amani said Mon- 
day's decisions will be submitted to the King 
for approval and ratification.

The derision passed after 
study of the costs of- donations in kind 
revealed that they cost twice their actual value 
by the time they reach the refugees.

Foreign Minis- 
ter Prince Saud handed a cheque by the 
amount to Habib Chatti, secretary general of 
the Conference of Islamic Countries.

KUWAIT. June 3 (SPA) — Industry and 
Electricity Minis ter Dr. Ghazi Algosaibi said 
Monday the Saudi- Kuwaiti Joint Committee 
for Industrial Coordination has expanded its 
discussions frotq 12 items to 20 joint indus- 
trial projects costing $ 2.5 billion. 

The committee, co- chaired by Algosaibi 
and Kuwaiti Minister of Commerce and 
Industry Abdul Wabab AJ-Nafessi ended the 
first day of a three-day series erf meetings 
Sunday by signing an agreement of under- 
sthndmg. Algosaibi said discussions Sunday 
covered construction plans for a tire factory 
and studies for an electric bulb plant, sheet 
glass factory and silicon production facilities. 

Algosaibi told the Kuwait newspaper AI 
Syossoh the meetings are progressing success- 
fully and the region is headed for great strides 
in industry, the committee was formed in 1978 
by Saudi Arabia and Kuwait to promote 
industrial integration between the Arabian 
peninsula’s two economic giants. 

Saudi Arabia has vigorously pursued 
agreements made at the May conference of 
peninsula planning ministers in Doha. Qatar. 
The ministers called for increased economic 
integration and joint development of indus- 
Cry and manpower training. Algosaibi stop- 
ped over in Bahrain : last week, signing an 
agreement with Kuwait and Bahrain for joint 
ownership of an SR630 million company to 
produce petrochemicals.

ISTANBUL, June 3 (AP) — Iranian 
government aircraft have launched a mas- 
sive “cleanup” operation against Kurdish 
rebels in northwestern Iran, a Turkish 
daily newspaper reported Tuesday. 

In a report from the remote Turkish 
province of Van, the independent 
Gunaydw reported “at least 200 persons” 
killed in two days of bombing and strafing 
by Iranian jets in the area. 

The paper said Kurdish fighters, seek- 
ing autonomy for their region, had cap- 
tured train stations at Razi and Kotur in 
the current wave of hostilities between the 
two sides. 


“Phantom jets of the Iranian air force 
have been pounding Kurdish-held areas 
for the past two days, leveling the train 
station building in Razi and scores of other 
residential buildings.” Guiuiydut reported. 

“At least 200 Kurdish combatants and 
civilians were killed in the cleanup opera- 
tion and another 500 persons, mostly 
civilians, were wounded at the end of the 
bombing and strafing,” it said. 

The sorties by die Iranian jets caused 
panic in the area and scores of residents 
have appealed to the authorities do take 
appropriate measures to prevent similar 
incursions in future, the paper said.

Britain vows 


action against 


terrorists 


LONDON, June 3 (R) — Britain will not 
allow embassies ip London to become “a 
haven from which illegal acts can be worked 
out and carried out by mischeviously dis- 
posed persons,” Foreign Office Minister of 
State Douglas Hurd has warned. 

He said in parliament late Monday night 
the government had die power to declare 
people persona non grata (not acceptable) 
and it would not hesitate to take action under 
the law to ram home that particular lesson." 

Hurd was replying to Conservative 
member Sian brook who said recent violence 
at the Iranian embassy showed that incidents 
of this kind were on the increase in Britain. 

"London is fast becoming the batdefield 
between contending factions in wars, dis- 
putes and grievances which have no connec- 
tion whatsoever with people in this country 
and in which the danger to our own lives is 
great." 

He added that there was a "great abase” of 
diplomatic immunity in Britain, which he 
claimed covered up to 100,000 diplomats 
their families and staff. 



ISLAMABAD, June 3 (R) — Pakistani 
President Zia Ul-Haq, facing criticism from 
the country's lawyers since a fresh damp- 
down on opponents of his government, was 
due to address the nation Tuesday night. It 
will be his first national address since last 
October when he canceled promised general 
elections, jailed leading opposition politi- 
cians and banned all political activity. 

The Soviet military intervention in neigh-, 
boring Afghanistan has since strengthened 
bis international standing but has not brought 
domestic political backing for his govern- 
ment. 

The ban on politics is still in force and the 
prospect of general elections remains distant. 

P akistan * s censored newspapers have been 
told by the authorities that they are not to 
speculate on Zia’s speech. Usually reliable 
sources said it was likely to center on his self 
proclaimed mission as the founder of an 
Islamic political system in Pakistan.

The fighting broke out shortly after a dash 


between army troops and elements of the 
“Arab Lebanon Army” (ALA) in which four 
persons were killed and one -wounded. 
Afterwards army troops took over an ALA 
barricade on the northern entrance to Saida. 


IMF,WB to study PLO application 


PARIS, June 3 (R) — A working party of 
governors from the World Bank and Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund (IMF) has agreed to 
consider an application by the Palestine Lib- 
eration Orgjmizatibn (PLO) for observer 
status at their annual meetings. The working 
party has met twice before .to consider 
whether to study the application. Monday’s 
decision means it will eventually make a 


recommendation to the full IMF and World 
Bank boards to accept or turn down the PLO 
application. 

The party is composed of governors from 
Belgium, France, West Germany. Indonesia, 
New Zealand. Nigeria. Pakistan and Yugos- 
lavia. The statement did not say when the 
working party would meet again or when it 
hoped to make its recommendation.

One woittKrs how President Carter — of the famous 
“human rights" war cry — will react to the sight of blood, of 
maimed bodies, on the West Bank. Or rather, one does not 
wonder. For this was not the first crime the Zionists commit 
against the Palestinians, and neither Carter nor his predeces- 
sors showed any reaction. Besides, as we are constantly being 
told, the man is too busy with his reelection campaign to be 
able to spare time for the Middle East. 

The shocking crime against the mayors of the West Bank 
came only hours after Carter saw fit to take time off from his 
electioneering to threaten Europe with the veto if it dared to 
launch its initiative over the Middle East. It never crossed his 
mind to warn the Israelis against persisting in their terror 
against the people of the West Bank, where thousands have 
been suffering imprisonment torture, expulsion and death. 

Since he has never done so, he cannot escape his share of 
responsibility for the bloody and cowardly deed.

‘Liuism’ is back in China 


Coffee smugglers bleed Uganda

did. For Liu, history was an escalator, for Mao, it 
was a churning sea. For Liu, socialism was a science, 
to be pursued by rational steps; for Mao, socialism 
was a morality, not susceptible of being clinched in a 
final victory. 

Yet these differences bad not prevented the two 
men from working together for three decades with 
enormous success. The split came when Mao. start- 
ing in the late 1950s, transcended Marxism and 
Liu fell foul of Mao Zedong in 1967 ,.ihn^*.gave up the idea of the party-as-church, leaving Liu

United States didn't invite Liu to Washington, the 
way Mao invited Richard Nixon to Peking after 
Watergate, but now some policymakers may regret 
the omission. “Liuism” is back. 

Is capitalism, then, coming back in the world’s 
biggest Communist land, where pro- Americanism 
is as compulsory as anti-Americanism used to be in 
Liu’s day? Liu never plotted to supplant Mao as 
Co m muni s t China’s top figure. True, he took over 
from Mao as head of state in 1959. but that was 
because Mao (who stayed head of the party) was 
sulking in his tent, and sick of chitchat with ambas- 
sadors. 

The Mao- Liu split began at die time of de- 
Stalxnizarion in Eastern Europe. Mao's response ro 
the shock from Moscow — a decision to find a 
Chinese way to socialism (the Great Leap Forward) 
even if it was not still a Marxist way — left Liu 
behind in dogged orthodoxy. 

During the early 1960s, after the Great Leap 
Forward proved to be a nasty lurch tideways, Liu 
came into his own. HisHowtoBeAGoodCoaunun - 
ist, a very Confudan book about roles and good 
habits sold 15 million copies between 1962 and 
1966, eclipsing in that period the sales of work by 
Mao. 

With Deputy Premier Deng Xiaoping (who 
engineered this year’s rescue of Liu), Liu led the 
consolidation that followed Mao's utopian lunge. 
“They treated me like a dead ancestor,” Mao later 
complained. Soon Mao sprang back, and as China 
cursed what it had adored, Liu lost office, reputa- 
tion, health, family rirde, and in 1969, almost mer- 
cifully, his life. But did the purge have anything to 
do with capitalism? What is a China that rehabili- 
tates Liu up to? 

In outlook Mao and Liu differed as fire and 
water. Liu had less esteem for peasants than Mao 
did. He believed in party authority as a Roman 
Catholic does in the church. and was less keen on 
inviting the masses to criticize, the party than Mao 
was. He lacked Mao’s soil-deep nationalism, and he 
did not become obsessed with Soviet failings as Mao 


behind as an orthodox believer. 

Today, the grave, horselike face of Liu reappears 
in Peking — as if Batista's photo were again to 
adorn Havana, or Trotsky’s to pop up in Moscow. 
It’ s a much- needed triu mph for Deng. And if s good 
that the Communist Party “rectified its own mis- 
take,” as Peking put it 

But can people believe in a government that hon- 
ors Liu yet fails to say who destroyed Liu? (It was 
Mao, not his wife, Jiang Oing.) Deng aud Hua 
Guo-feng, the titular leader, cannot assail Mao. as 
Khrushchev did Stalin, because China does not 
have a Lenin to fall back on. The party needs Mao's 
authority even more than it needs to buiy most of 
his policies. The truth changes, but, curiously, the 
source of truth remains the same. 

Liuism. not capitalism, is back. Order and incen- 
tives rather than spontaneity. A respect for exper- 
tise instead of a mindless clutching at political pur- 
ity. More cultural freedom: Uu wanted only peo- 
ple’s obedience, not their souls, as Mao did. Com- 
munism seen as industrial progress more than as 
moral renovation or shared rural poverty. 

“Big movements aren’t possible from now on.” 
Liu said after the revolution's victory was secure 
and before Mao got rid of him. “The main thing is to 
concentrate energy on economic construction.” 
From the grave, he has won his point. 

But Liuism without Liu carries no hope for 
democracy or real freedom for the individual. In a 
Shanghai story of some years ago, Mao and Uu 
were each asked, “How would you make a cat eat 
pepper? ” Mao replied : “ You rub the pepper 
thoroughly into the cat’s backside. When it bums, 
the cat will lick it off — and be happy that it is 
permitted to do so.” Liu replied: “You get some- 
body to hold the cat, stuff the pepper in its mouth, 
and push it down with a chopstick.” 

China, the U.S. new friend, is in the grip of a more 
orderly, predictable authoritarianism — but it is still 
authoritarianism. Commanism as an idea may be 
dying in Peking; the Communist Party is growing 
stronger. — (NYT)

Few reliable figures are available, but coffee has 
apparently become the only means, apart from 
loans and aid, whereby Uganda obtains foreign 
exchange. Tea, cotton, sugar and mining collapsed 
under Amin. 

Coffee smuggling last year deprived Uganda of 
50,000 tons of its 1 65,000- ton output, and this year 
smuggling is worse. It seems to be the main means 
by which farmers and others can obtain an income . 
in currency more stable than the Ugandan shining. 

Experts predict that 60 per cent of this year’s 
1 50,000-ton coffee crop will be smuggled across 
Uganda's borders with Kenya, Rwanda and Zaire. 
Customs and senior government officials are in on 
the racket, and the drain on Uganda's earnings is 
enormous. 

With annual inflation running at more than 400 
per cent, the value of the Ugandan shilling is now 
one- tenth or less than that of the officially equal 
Kenya shilling. As a result, the government price of 
seven shillings per kilo the Ugandan farmer is no 
incentive ro market his coffee lawfully through the 
state coffee board; the Kenyan farmer is receiving 
the equivalent of more than 150 Ugandan shillings 
per kilo.

Whatever the origin of the early pots the 
shapes now are many and varied. Apart from 
the tall jar style there are' wide low-sided 
pots, smaller pots with fluted edges and deep 
straight- sided pots in a number of sizes. One 
style particularly is a concession to the 
demands of the market. It comes with three 
holes already in the rim so that a cord can be 
threaded through to make a hanging pot. 

In an era of plastics, plant lovers are 
attracted to the local pots because of their 
attractive appearance and, in many cases, 
theirattractive price. Prices range from under 
SRI 0 to around SR20 per pot. depending on 
size. Some people go in groups to buy and can 
then enjoy a bargaining session because of 
the quantity bought. Prices are generally 
fixed but buying in bulk does offer some 
opportunities for bargaining. 

The pots are molded by hand by 
workmen on the site, then fixed in a simple 
kiln. One workman prepares a clay and water 
mixture by hand, then molds the end result 
into ropes of clay about a meter long and 
about six centimeters thick. The second 
workman collects these ropes and winds them 
around the forming pot. When the pot is 
complete it is placed in a kiln built in a mound 
of earth to be fired. 

The pots are unglazed so that when plants 
are watered the watef seeps through the clay, 
eliminating the danger of having plants sitting 
in water, a problem that has caused many a 
plant death. Past models of the pots had no 
holes in the bottom. However, these have 
recently been added, no doubt another con- 
cesaon to the demands of the market. 

The variety of shapes offered by the con- 
tainers has suggested a number of ideas for 
uses. The deep straight-sided variety pots are 
popular with gardeners for small shrubs or 
potted trees that look attractive on balconies 
or along pathways. The hanging pots dress up 
the indoors with trailing plants spilling over 
the edges, while the wide, low-sided style is

You can fill the pots with soil, pop in the 
seeds, water, and wait for them to germinate 
and bloom. For soil you can use a mixture of 
soil from the garden with potting mix added, 
about half and half is a suitable mixture. 
Geraniums have been suggested as a colorful 
flower to grow in them. 

The tail jar style looks attractive just stand- 
ing by itself for decorative purposes, or it can 
be filled with oil and a trailing plant added. 
But a word of warning comes from those who 
have used the containers. They are brittle and 
should be handled with care, particularly 
after plants have been watered. Because of 
the materia 1 used and the temperature at 



which they are fired the pots can be fragile 
and, particularly after water has seeped 
through, can crumble if put under any pres- 
su re. Thus they should be placed in their cho- 
sen location before soil and plants are added. 

To find the factory, go along Mecca Road 
toabout Itilo 20. There is a large white factory 
on the left called Saudi Prefeb. Turn off to the 
right opposite the gate to Saudi Prefab and 
Follow the small unsealed track about 500 
meters. The track is just past a large building 
and just before two service stations. At 
around the 500 meter point there is a junc- 
tion and the pot maker is on the left hand side 
of this junction. The mountains of pots of all 
shapes and sizes mark the spot clearly.

JEDDAH — This handy little paperback, 
prepared under’the direction of the editorial 
board of the Encyclopedia Britannica, is one 
of a series of introductory studies on a wide 
range of subjects. The style is compact and 
readable and much of the stimulating flavor 
of the Britannica type of article comes across. 
The book is remarkably detailed, extremely 
well planned and very informative, not only 
of facts but. very perceptively, of attitudes. 

A section on th earliest Arabs attempts to 
define exactly what is an Arab throws the 
light of the most recent archaeology on the 
culture of the Jezirah in antiquity. It appears 
that the camel.”a beast whose milk is far 
sweeter than its desposition” . was domesti- 
cated about 3.500 years ago. Trade was an 
early feature of the region. Interesting refer- 
ences are made to early descriptions of 
Arabs. During the pre-Islamic * 'Age of 
Ignorance ’ * we are informed, “the desert 
nomads devised a legacy of incomparable 
influence for all Arabs, the language and the 
rhythms of Arabic poetry” . Descriptions fol- 
low of Bedouin poetry, religion and society. 
The effects of Greek, Roman. Byzantine and 
Persian influences are noted in the period just 
before Muhammad when conditions occur- 
red in which his message could have the 
greatest impact. 

The next section deals with the life and 
work of Muhammad and the evolution of 
Islam in the Medman society he founded. The 
Koran and its unique place in Islam are 
described, its teachings and the Five Pillars 
defined. 

The * ‘Century of Conquest ' ’follows and 
a description of the incredible explosion of 
Islam into Iraq. Egypt, Persia and beyond. 
The establishment of the Caliphate in Bagh- 
dad is accompanied by a summary of the 
intellectual glories of Islam, its philosophy,

literature, astronomy, geography, mathema- 
tics, medicine, alchemy, law. architecture, 
calligraphy and music. The Arabs in Spain 
and Sicily marked the high point of Islamic 
culture in the West and the decline of Arab 
influence followed. 

The importance of the role played by King 
Abdul Aziz opens a section on the history of 
the Arabs during World War I. when the 
seeds of th present crisis were sown. Zionism 
and Pan Arabism. the liberation of Arabia 
from the Turks and their betrayal in the 
Sykes- Picot Agreement are described in con- 
text. The development of the oil industry fol- 
lows during the period of European colonial- 
ism between the two wars and this is replaced 
by independence of the Arab heartland after 
1945. The foundation of Israel, confronta- 
tion and war with the Arabs and the continu- 
ing tragedy of the Palestinians are outlined. 
The importance and achievements of Nasser 
and the politics of oil are surveyed. 

There follows a brief gazeteer description 
of each Arab country giving details of its 
evolution, its recent history and present con- 
dition. The origin and potential of the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization is briefly tre- 
ated. 

The final section. * ‘Today and Tomor- 
row. ’ ’ deals with the impact of the West on 
both 'traditionar and 'progressive' Arab 
communities. It defines conflicts within Arab 
society and the problems posed by the pres- 
ence and expansive tendencies of Israel. 
Attempts are made to define the Xrab sense 
of honor and the Arab mind. The impact of 
Marxism, socialism and capitalism in the 
modern period are touched upon and the 
book ends with speculations about the future. 
There is a short bibliography and an index. 

In a book of only 268 pages, your reviewer 
has not come across a more objective and 
competent account of Arab history and of 
Arab thinking so succinctly set down. There 
are numerous maps and illustrations and the 
book is highly recommended.

Chinese open up arms to film makers Hating J.R. 


But who shot him? 

makes “Dallas” a success 


PEKING, June 3 (LAT) — Hollywood 
has discovered China, and vice versa. 
Since China and the United States 
restored diplomatic ties IS months ago, 
American movie makers have peppered 
the Peking authorities with requests to 
film on the Chinese mainland, one of the 
last places on earth that has not been 
exploited as a movie location. 

The Chinese, spotting a way to acquire 
much- needed foreign currency and to 
absorb foreign film techniques, have gone 
into the business of renting out everything 
from the great wall of China to the alley- 
ways of Old Shanghai as film sets. 

For an upcoming movie epic about tbe 
Sino-Japanese war, tbe Chinese may even 
supply three divisions of the People’s Lib- 
eration Army — 35,000 soldiers — as 
extras. 

China's venture into international film 
circles is guided by a newly organized gov- 
ernment agency, the China Film Co- 
Production Corp., which has been 
empowered to develop projects with fore- 
ign movie makers for a shoe of the box 
office revenues and to show off China's 
best face to millions of moviegoers over- 


Foreign filmmakers are lured to China 
not only by cheap labor but the chance to 
expore locales that have been off-limits to 
cameras for a generation. Still, there are 
substantial in making movies here. For 
example, die Chinese insist on having veto 
power over every twist of the plot and 
every line of the script. 

“ We cannot sanction any films that vio- 
late Chinese policies or contradict Chin- 
ese history or damage the image of the 
Chinese people” ssaid Zhao Wei, a vete- 
ran actor and managing director of the 
Chinese Movie Company, “and we won't 
have anything at all to do with those west- 
ern movies that have so many bed scenes. 


Despite such restrictions, tbe Chinese 
. have already received almost 200 propos- 
als from abroad for feature films, 
documentaries and other cinematic 
works, Zhao said. Ten have been 
approved. 

Already to go before the cameras are an 
eight-part Italian television series re- 
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creating Marco Polo’s 13th-century jour- 
ney through China, a film biography of a 
Canadian surgeon who died aiding the 
Communist guerrillas and an American- 
made family movie about a Mongolian 
horse written by novelist Han Suyin, 
author erf the movie hit “Love is a Many 
Splendor ed Thing,” which was released in 
1955. Moviegoers will, at the very least, 
get an eyeful of Chinese scenery. 

Locations for the new films range from 
the coastal province of Fujian, where a 
Hong Kong crew is making a Kung-Fu 
Movie, to the deserts of remote Xinjiang, 
the region adjacent to the Soviet Union 
where China's blue-eyed racial minorities 
live. 

For “The Marvelous Mongolian,” the 
first movie in which the Chinese have 
directly invested, Chinese and American 
film crews will follow a Mongolian pony as 
he breaks out of his stable in Wales and 
flees across Europe and most of Asia to 
return to his ancestral homeland in Nei 
Mongol (Inner Mongolia), perhaps the 
most isolated Chftiese province. 

“If s sort of 'Around the World in 80 
days, with horses,” said Sidney Glazier, 
the American producer, whose credits 
indude “The Producers” and "Take the 
Money and Run." 

Other established names in the film 
world are lining up to work in China. Con- 
stantine Costa- Gavras, director erf die 
a wand- winning paovie “Z.” will direct a 
film version of “Man’s Fate,” the Andre 
Malraux novel about die abortive 1927 
Communist uprising in Shanghai. 

Several documentary makers vied for 
the right to film China's celebrated pandas 
in their natural habitat, high in the densely 
forested mountains of Sichuan Province. 
The Chinese have awarded the rights to 
Jack Ford, son of former president Gerald 
R. Ford, who proposes to work with a 
production company from the American 
Broadcasting Co. 

Perhaps the most ambitious project 
approved so far is the film biography of 
Dr. Norman Bethune, the Canadian heart 
surgeon who joined the conunumts’ 8th 
route army in 1938 and then died in the 
struggle against the Japanese invaders. 
The film's sprawling battle scenes will 
require 35,000 extras, most of whom are

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expected to be army conscripts, plus hun- 
dreds of period Chinese and Japanese 
tanks, airplanes and weapons. 

Half the film will be shot in China by the 
ICC (International Cinema Co.) of 
Montreal, with the assistance of the 
army-operated August 1st. Film Studio of 
Peking. Preparations are already under 
way, according to the Chinese, and shoot- 
ing is scheduled to start early next year. 

The Chinese regard Bethune as an unal- 
loyed hero — they made their own movie 
about him three years ago — so Canadian 
producer John Kemeny and director Ted 
Kotcheff struggled for more than a year to 
convince them that the film, to be believ- 
able, ought to portray Bethune’ s human 
failings, too. He was reportedly a heavy 
drinker and something of a womanizer, 
qualities that die Chinese would have pre- 
ferred to ignore. 

The Canadians finally prevailed, con- 
vincing the Chinese film company that in 
Zhao's words/ 'no one is 100 percent per- 
fect." But other Western producers whose 
films involve sex, violence or interpreta- 
tions erf histoiy objectionable to die Chin- 
ese have seen their projects founder. 

“Man's Fate,” the film proposed by 
Costa- Gavras and a French company, 
illustrates the censorship problems fore- 
igners can encounter. The Chinese 
rejected the first script not because prosti- 
tutes are depicted — the Chinese concede 
that brothels existed in Shanghai in the 
1920s — but over a point of historical 
interpretation. 

The French agreed to revise the script, 
but the second draft also proved unac- 
ceptable and the project has been stalled 
while the script is being rewritten. 

China's film chiefs endure such frustra- 
tions because they stand to earn foreign 
currency — typically from 5 per cent to 10 
per cent of the worldwide revenues — and 
because exposure to foreign film com- 
panies gives them a chance to upgrade 
their own moviemaking techniques. 


Movies are produced in great quantities 
here — more than 150 new feature-length 
films were screened last year — but cam- 
era work tends to be stagy and the acting 
often strikes foreigners as overdone- -

Psychologists say many women fantasize 
about a man who is handsome but cruel, who 
takes what he wants, but often gives little 
beyond tears in return. If so, cool ruthless, J. 
R. Ewing, played by actor Larry Flagman in 
the spectacularly popular television series 
“Dallas," must be the greatest vehicle for 
fantasy since Rudolph Valentino made 
women faint in theater aisles during the 

1920’s. 

J.R. is immoral, dastardly, a liar and a 
cheat. He's a man who makes his lovely wife 
Sue Ellem wonder what crime she ever com- 
mitted to deserve such a man for a husband. 
But analysts of the mercurial tastes of the 
American public credit J.R. for “Dallas” 
runaway success. It seems a vast audience of 
both women and men turns on televirion sets 
weekly for no other reason than to hate J.R. 
As the saying goes in his home state of Texas, 
“shootiris tod good for a man like that.” 

But wait, maybe shooting isn’t too good for 
JJR.. In the final episode of this season s “Dal- 
las” series, two shots rang out and J JL drop- 
ped. to the floor. In millions of living rooms in 
England and the United States, the cheers 
must have been deafening, because J.R. may 
be the most hated man in the world. Bumper 
stickers in the United States proudly advertis- 
ing the boast, “I shot J.R." popped up 
immediately. 

In England, where the series is carried to 
an estimated 25 million fans each week, tire 
attack on J.R. was the lead story on tiie even - 
ing news, according to Ash Sharq Al - Awsat 
newspaper. Film dips of the shooting were 
shown in a replay as the entire nation grap- 
pled with vexing question: “ Who shot J.R.?” 
The answer will apparently remain a mystery 
until next season, according to the paper, 
because the identity of the person or persons 
who shot J.R. is one at the broadcasting 
industry’s most closely guarded secrets. 

Dozens of people hurried to betting shops 
to wager on the identity erf die person who 
shot J.R. The shops d eared a total of 
£300,000 in one day, twice tbe amount wag- 
ered on the annual Derby horse race. The 25 
million Britons who saw the final fadeout 
signed and felt they could rest at last with 
revenge finally visited on the wicked J.R. 

No one knows who fired the two bullets, 
although tiie humiliated Sue Ellen and her 
lover, Dusty Miller are the main suspects. In 
the world of “Dallas” however, there are 
more than two suspects, because J.R has 
humiliated just about everyone at one time or 
another, including his own mother. Sue Ellen 
seemed to have reached tbe breaking point in 
the last episode. She had argued with J.R and 
threatened to kill him. Even JJL’s lover, 
Kristine, threatened to kill him with the 
explidt words, “I will kill you. I surely will kill 
you.” 

But the mystery continues. Flagman him- 
self said from his California home he doesn't 
know who shot him. Rumors around the set 
say only two or three people actually know

the identity of the outraged assailant. In fact, 
there could be two assailants, because two 


there could be two assailants, because two 
shots rang out almost simultaneously, mean- 
ing two people could have been involved. 

Hagman is unable to shed any light on the 
matter. “Believe me” he said recently, 1 
don't know who shot me is the play. To my 
knowledge, the scenario writer himself has 
not yet decided who the murderer is.” And so 
the secret remains until the show resumer 
next autumn. 

The director of the series announced after 
the last episode that the secret will be 
revealed in the fifth or sixth show of the new 
season. “Don’t ask me anything before 
then,” he said. “ We are aware of the public's 
eagerness to find out who the killer is. But the 
thing is that it’s considered an important part 
of the series as a whole.” 


For Hagman, the shows actors, the net- . 
work and production company, “ Dallas 
has been a pleasant and financially welcome 
surprise. Hagman is best remembered as the 
bumbling Air Force, officer who always had 
his hands full because of fun-loving Jeannie 
in the series “ I Dream of Jeannie. ” “ Dal- 
las” has been a quite a career break for 
Hagman, who in real life is the son of 1950s, 
singing star Mary Martin. His career is soar- 
ing in direct proportion to tbe number of 
people who hate him as J.R 

Hate, it seems, is a strong motivator for 
watching television, though psychologists 
haven't adequately explained the reasoning 
behind that curious relationship as of yet 

In fact, if s reported that more than a mil- 
lion" I hate J.R” T-shirts have already been 
sold in die United States to wear when' fans 
are driving their cars with “ I shot J.R. ” 
bumper stickers. 

For everyone involved, tbe show means 
money. Lorimar, die production company for 
“ Dallas ” has profits that have exceeded $ 
100 milUon. The company’s profits are high- 
est in television series revenues, and “ Dal- 
las” has added muscle to the production 
company’s reputation for going with a win- 
ner. Besides die United States and England, 
“ Dallas " is shown in many other countries, 
including several Arab states. 

In Texas, where the television Ewings live, 
the series is part of a love-hate relationship. 
Much of the audience enjoys the Ewings’ 
story of life on their mythical ranch while 
laughing about its authenticity at the same 
time. In other words," Dallas give a picture

Many political opposition leaders say they 
fear the generals may tailor the new constitu- 
tion to their needs rather than fulfil] demands 
for a more democratic form of government.

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Government sees ‘coordinated plan’ 

S. Africa raids kick off new guerrilla drive 


JOHANNESBURG, June 3 (R) — A 

spectacular bomb attack on South Africa's 
vital petroleum industry marks a new stage in 
'black guerrilla warfare in die country and is 
part of a co-ordinated plan against the state 
by the African National Congress (A NC), 
according to the national intelligence chief 
Dr. Niel Barnard. 

The Sunday night attack on Sasol One oil- 
fr ora -coal plants and a refinery at Sasofbuig 
in the Orange Free State turned giant storage 
tanks into infernos and cost the country an 
estimated $ 8 million. 

Barnard said he could not disdose bow the 
raid fitted into an overall onslaught against 
white-ruled South Africa. But he warned 
they would not be isolated. The unpredict- 
able nature of the attacks made them more 
effective, be said. 

Bombs that exploded simultaneously at 
Sasol Two, another oil-from-coal complex in 
the eastern Transvaal, did not cause serious 
damage and no one was hurt, the authorities 
said. 

Three more bombs were found at Sasol 
recruiting offices at Springs, near Johannes- 
burg. Plastic explosives attached to a timing 
device discovered on a windowsill were 
defused by an explosives expert. Police 
Minister Louis Le Grange said. 

By early Tuesday the fires at Sasolburg had 
been brought under control. One of the 
explosions that heralded the flames Monday 
night was described by a security guard, who 
was at home a few kilometers away at die 
time, as sounding like an atomic bomb. Only 
one casualty was reported: a watchman shot 
and wounded by guerrillas. 

Tibetan exiles 
visit homeland 

NEW DELHI, June 3 (AFP) — Six exiled 
Tibetan educationalists led by die Dalai 
Lama's younger aster Pema Gyalpo left here 
for Peking on Sunday for a four-month tour 
of Tibet, Indian Foreign Office sources con- 
firmed Tuesday. 

The delegation, which was to spend a week- 
in Peking first, is the third to be sent by the 
44-year-old Dalai Lama, who has now prac- 
tically abandoned his “struggle” to “free his 
motherland from the Chinese” and instead is 
making efforts for a rapprodunent with 
Communist leaders. 

A fourth delegation, comprising Buddhist 
I a mag and two officials of the Tibetan gov- 
ernment in exile will leave for Tibet later this, 
month. Mrs. Gyalpo, who fled Tibet with the 
Dalai Lama in 1959 os the director of the 
Tibetan school complex in Dharamsala, 
north India. Her delegation will examine 
conditions in Tibet and discuss with the Chin- 
ese authorities the possibility of sending 
exiled Tibetan teachers bad t to work in 
schools in their homeland. 


ANC officials in London Monday claimed 
responsibility for the bombings, which are 
regarded in South Africa as the most daring 
and damaging attacks yet by black Rational- 
ists in more than 20 years active opposition to 
the white- minority government. 

Le Grange said in a statement Monday 
night that exiled white South African Joe 
Slovo, who fled die country in 1 962. was now 
in Mozambique where he was co-ordinating 
ANC guerrilla operations. 

Slovo was in easy reach of those who 


entered the country secretly on spy missions 
and had to leave it in order to. make reports, 
Le Grange said. Slovo was there specifically 
to co-ordinate and plan action, the minister 
said. Le Grange warned African states that 
allowed guerrillas to launch attacks cm South 
Africa from their territory to realize the risks 
attached to such action. 

The raids followed an increasing number of 
guerrilla incidents since the beginning of the 
year, which the ANC had earlier declared a 
year of action. 


‘Front-Line’ asks Namibia solution 


LUSAKA, June 3 (AFP) — The “Front- 
Line” states would like to achieve a 
“Zimbabwe- type” solution in Namibia, Tan- 
zania's President Julius Nyerere said at the 
conclusion of a six-nation summit meeting 
here Monday. 

Nyerere acted as spokesman for the meet- 
ing. which was held behind dosed doors at 
the country home of Zimbain President Ken- 
neth K.aun da. “We have been trying” Nyer- 
ere. said, “to get South Africa to respond 
positively to the proposals presented by the 
five Western powers of the (United Nations) 
Security Council.” 

“At every stage ” be added, “South Africa 
keeps raising issues. But we believe that what 
is important is that the Namibian people 
should be given an opportunity to elect a 
government of their own choice under U.N. 
supervision.” 

Nyerere said that the five “Front-Line” 
nations were “promising full support to the 
secretary-general and appealing to the inter- 


national community to help him gel zn 
implementation of the U.N. resolution on 
Namibia. Sooner or later, we'll have to get d 
solution to the Namibian problem, and there 
are only two ways to achieve that continue 
fighting or stop fighting and talk. The U.N. 
resolution is the alternative to war.” 

In response to a question, the Tanzanian 
president said that it was up to the U.N. 
secretary-general to reply to recent proposals 
on Namibia by Sduth Africa, since the South 
Africans had not addressed their views to the 
“Front-Line” nations. 

The five “Front-Line” countries are 
Angola, Tanzania, Zambia, Mozambique 
and Botswana. Zimbabwe, which became 
fully independent earlier this year at the end 
of a seven-year guerrilla war against the sec- 
essionist white regime, has joined the five- 
nation alignment. Nigeria, black Afica’s most 
powerful state, also supports the Nam San 
independence effort.

Soviets set 
port pact 
with Iran 


MOSCOW, June 3 (Agencies) — Iran 
has agreed to expand its port facilities for 
Soviet ships in the Caspian Sea in the face 
of the threatened U.S. led economic bloc- 
kade, the Soviet news agency Tass said 
Monday. 

Tass, reporting from Tehran, said a 
recently conducted Soviet- Iranian ship- 
ping conference in the Iranian capital 
agreed that Port Anzali would be equip- 
ped to handle more Soviet vessels. 

It quoted the head of the port authority, 
Feredyun Ansari as saying Iran proposed 
to the Soviet Union that trade exchanges 
be expanded in the Caspian after coun- 
tries of Western Europe and Japan 
lauched a threat of a trade blockade. 

Tass quoted Ansari as saying the port’s 
capacity will be increased by more than a 
quarter. Port workers responded to the 
challenge by doubling their productivity 
and reducing time for unloading vessels, 
he was quoted as saying. 

Meanwhile, the Soviet Union is pur- 
chasing large quantities of I ranian rfyals 
on Zurich’s financial market “apparently 
in preparation for a Soviet intervention in 
some Iranian provinces of the Afghan 
model,”' the Kuwait newspaperAJ -Watan 
reported Tuesday.

Oil price unity: key

LONDON, June 3 (R) — OPEC ml minis- 
ter meet in Algiers next Monday to talk about 
the price of oQ, less than a month after a new 
round of increases added $ 20 billion to con- 
sumer nations’ 1980 import bills. 

In recent statements, OPEC ministers gen- 
erally have declined to predict whether the 
June 9 Algiers session will result in yet higher 
rates, although Saudi Arabia's Sheikh 
Ahmad Yamani has said that the 
world's biggest oil exporter does not intend to 
go above its present $ 28 a barrel for Arabian 
light cnide. 

Saudi Arabia, according to Western ofl 
industry executives, is working to reassert a 
dominant rede within the 13- member Organ- 
ization of Petrol enm Exporting Countries, 
and others will not necessarily follow its lead 
at the Algiers session. But oil industry 
sources see little scope for new increases at 
present. 

The Saadi Arabian argument is that, if 
soaring oil prices trigger a catastrophic reces- 
sion in the West. OPEC members will also 

suffer. 

But OPEC price hawks, such as Iran. Libya 
and Algeria, and to some extent Kuwait, 
argue that the cost of oil is only a modest 
contributor to Western inflation. 

Kuwait is among OPEC exporters to have 
cut production this year, underpinning the 
high price, talcing the view that oil in the 
ground is a better investment than an abnn-

Consumer nations need a return to a 
unified OPEC pricing system because, they 
believe, prices wfl] be more stable. OPEC 
abandoned its unified pricing structure, 
based on an agreed rate for Arabian light 
crude with other oils higher or lower accord- 
ing to quality, during 1979. 

When the Shah of Iran, feQ. and a slump in 
Ir anian output led to a world shortage of oil, 
some producers scrambled to charge what- 
ever each felt that a sellers' market could be 
made to bear.

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French Open tennis 

Vilas postpones match; 
Orantes bids default win 


PARIS, June 3 ( AP) — While Harold So}-' 
omon, Jimmy Connors and Vitas Genii aitis 
tried to end a 25-year American men's 
drought at the French Open tennis champ- 
ionships, a tennis tempest erupted over a 
match that didn't happen. 

The tempest surrounded a match 
scheduled Monday afternoon between 
Argentina's Guillermo Vilas, seeded No. 4 
here, and Spain's day court spedalist Manuel 
Orantes, who was runner-up here at Roland 
Garros Stadium in 1974. * 

Vilas, who won last Sunday s Italian Open 
Looked very sharp here in the opening week, 
came down with stomach cramps Monday 
and asked for an hour’s delay to start the 
match. Tournament organizers granted the 
delay. 

But Orantes said later he was not informed 
of the decision until just before he was set to 
walk into the day at the originally scheduled 
time. He asked that a rule granting delays of 
only 15 minutes be applied or else Vilas must 
default. 

After a confusing stew that Followed, the 
match was put off until Tuesday and the 
thousands of ticket-holders who had come to 
see the day’s big match were told they could 
return free of charge Tuesday. 

But for Orantes, the tournament officials 
had breached a point of honor, and as late as 
Monday night he refused to give a dear ans- 
wer on whether he would play the match that 
will complete the quarterfinals line-up 
toward the $ 53,000 men s crown. 

"It has nothing to do with Vflas,” Orantes 
told a press conference. "The point is the 
rules have to apply equally to everyone.” 

Christian Duxin, one of the French 
organizers, acknowledged there bad been a 
“misunderstanding” and that neither Villas 
or Orantes were in the wrong. But there was 
no immediate reconciliation in sigbt. 

Orantes claimed the French organizers 
were “trying to protect” Vilas, who may meet 
Sweden's Bjom Borg in the semifinals, 
recreating their long duel which has seen 
Borg beat Vilas in two previous finals 
matches here. Orantes also said several other 
players were supporting his position. 

Not a word was heard from Vilas. His 


coach. Ion Tiriac of Romania, handled all the 
negotiations with French officials and 
avoided discussing the tempest with repor- 
ters. 

In matches played Monday, Borg con- 
tinued his consistent, often brilliant, usually 
error-free march to his fifth French crown, a 
feat which would be unprecedented in the 
modem bistory of this tournament, the first 
of the four legs of the Grand Slam of Tennis. 
Borg quickly dispatched Hungary's Balazs 
Taroczy 6-2, 6-2, 6-0. 

No. 6 seed Harold Solomon also advanced 
to the quarterfinals, with an easy 6-0, 6-1, 6-3 
dumping of fellow American Brian Gott- 
fried. Solomon, who lost in the finals here in 
1 976 to Italy’s Adriano Panatta, looked very 
strong and was optimistic about his chances 
here. 

“Pm playing a lot better here than when I 
readied the finals in 1976,” Solomon said. 
‘T m a much more complete player now. and 

1 play more aggressively.'’ 

Italy’s Corrado Barazzutti, always tough 
on die slow day here, also advanced to the 
quarterfinals with a 6-4. 6-2, 7-6 victory over 
Peter McNamara of Australia. Barazzutti will 
meet Borg in the quarterfinals, probably 
today. The Italian has never beaten Borg. 

Solomon will meet the winner of the 
Vilas- Orantes match. Jimmy Connors meets 
Chile's Hans Gildemeister and Vitas 
Gerulaitis meets Poland's Wojtek Fibak in 
the other quarterfinals matches. 

Since John McEnroe, who was seeded No. 

2 has been upset by Australia's Paul 
McNamee, Solomon. Connors and Gerulaitis 
are the last American hopes to become the 
first U.S. champioa here since Tony Trabert 
in 1955. 

The wind and the rain settled down here 
Monday but not the upsets. No. 2 seed Billie 
Jean King had her hopes of a sentimental title 
match with Chris Evert Lloyd upended by 
Australia's Dianne Fromholtz 6-1, 6-4. 

Romania's high-flying Virginia Ruzid will 
meet Fromholtz in the semifinals. In pending 
women's quarterfinal matches, Lloyd will 
continue her bid for the $ 42,500 French 
crown against America's Kathy Jordan. In 
the other match, Argentina's Ivana Madruga 
meets Han a Mandlikova of Czechoslovakia.

Soviet payment 
offer refused 


by Sri Lanka 


COLOMBO, Sri Lanka June 3 ( AP) — Sri 
Irinka has derided to reject a Soviet offer to 
pay travel and residential expenses for its 
15-member Olympic team to attend the 
Moscow games, a highly-placed government, 
source said Monday. The Soviet offer was 
conveyed by Sports Minister Vincent Perera, 
who recently visited die Soviet Union, the 
source told die Associated Press. 


“ We have derided not to accept this offer,” 
the source said. He did not give any reason 
for die derision, but it was believed taken in 
die context of U.S. appeals to other countries 
to boycott the Moscow games to protest die 
Soviet invasion of Afghanistan. 


The Sri Lanka government earlier 
announced that the national Olympic com- 
mittee could deride whether Sri Lanka would 
participate in the games. The committee, 
which is hard pressed for funds, derided 
against the boycott. The soccer federation 
was the only affiliated body which opposed 
the national committee's derision to go to 
Moscow. 


In London, the British Olympic appeal 
council Monday withdrew its backing from 
British Olympic teams going to Moscow. A 
statement from Chairman Sir Anthony 
Duke, on behalf of the council of 100 top 
industrialists and businessmen, said: "In the 
present international situation, they cannot 
do other than support the government of the 
day on a matter of foreign policy .” 

The council, which is just one of the bodies 
behind the 1 milli on pound appeal to send 
athletes to Moscow, has. not itself raised any 
funds since the Soviet , intervention in 
Afghanistan!

1 get on him sometimes because he’ 11 be 
on the phone with me and he’ll be talking low 
and Til tell him I can’ t hear him. And then he 
straightens up.

NATO message reveals 

Americans plotted 


takeover of Iran 


TEHRAN, June 3 (Agencies) — The 
United States was making contingency plans 
for a seizure of power by the Iranian armed 
forces during the short-lived government of 
Shapour Bakhtiar last year, according to a 
document made public by die Tehran gov- 
ernment. 

The contingency plan was apparently an 
alternative to a policy of strike-breaking by

troops which was urged by U.S. Gen. Robert 
Huyser, who was dispatched to Iran by Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter just after the Shah left in 
January last year. The government said it had 
found a computer readout in the Iranian 
Defense Ministry of a message about U.S. 
plans sent by Huyser to the then NATO 
commander Gen. Alexander Haig. 

Haig Tuesday disputed the authenticity of 
the document, saying “ I can' t conceive of that 
being right." He said he was not involved at 
an operational level in the Huyser mission, 
norwas he informed abou it as it progressed. 

The message was read out Monday on the 
first day of .am international conference on 


UJS. interventions in Iran attended by 300 
people from 57 countries and political organ- 
izations. 

Former U.S. Attorney General Ramsey 
Clark, who led a 10-member American 
group at the “Crimes of America conference, 
told reporters that the document was “very 
distressing.” 

Clark was quoted as saying Tuesday die 
American hostages could not be held 
responsible for misguided intervention of the 
United States in Iran for 30 years. He told the 
Tehran Times be agreed there had been “mis- 
guided intervention." That has been his opin- 
ion for many years, he said. 

He told the newspaper the delegation 
came to start discussions to obtain the release 
of the 50 American hostages. This would 
result quickly after a dialogue started, he 
forecast. 

Iranian Foreign Minister Sadeq Ghotb- 
zadeh said that although he will meet with 
Clark, there would be no visit by members of 
the American delegation to the hostages 
seized 213 days ago. Ghotbzadeh praised 
Clark as one of the staunchest supporters of 
the Iranian revolution that ousted the Shah 
and brought Ayatollah Khomeini to power. 

U.S. State Department spokesman Hod- 
ding Carter dismissed the Tehran conference 
asa propagandadrcus, saying“This is a hear- 
ing with a hanging judge and a hanging juiy .. 
with no promise of anything at the end except 
the continued holding of the (American) hos- 
tages. It is a propaganda circus ... it was con- 
ceived as sudi and its results will be such.” 

The Treasury Department has threatened 
$50,000 fines and 10-year jail terms against 
the Americans for traveling to Iran in 
defiance of Carter s May 17 travel ban. The 
State Department did not repeat that threat 
Monday and said only that the government 
decision would have to await the return of the 
dark delegation. 


NewHebrides 
citizens ask 
end to revolt 


VILA, New Hebrides, June 3 (R) — 
Demonstrators marched through the capital 
of this South Pacific archipelago demanding 
Britain and France end a secessionist revolt 
on the island of Espiritu Santo or face a threat 
of virtual civil war unless law and order is 
restored there. 

The New Hebrides, a chain of 74 islands 
due for independence on July 30, is jointly 
ruled by Britain and France, which discussed 
the bows- and- arrows uprising in Paris Mon- 
day Rebellious tribesmen, who seized, gov- 
ernment buildings last Wednesday.* are 
demanding autonomy for Espiritu Santo, the 
Largest island in the group. It has a population 
of about 5,000. 

A platoon of French para-military police 
has been placed on alert for possible inter- 
vention in the rebellion, according to 
informed sources on the French Pacific island 
of New Calendonia. Boats have evacuated to 
safty some 1.400 refugees from Espiritu 
Santo, British residency spokesman Brian 
Graves said. 

The chief minuter and prime minister- 
elect of the New Hebrides is Father Walter 
Lini, whose Manuaaku party defeated 
French-speaking separatist factions in elec- 
tions last October. 

The revolt on Espiritu Santo has brought 
growing pressure here on British and French 
a dminis trators to end the insurgency 

In Paris Monday. French minister of state 
for overseas territories. Paul Dijoud. said the 
people of the New Hebrides islands must be 
convinced that peaceful negotiations could 
solve their problems and that violence would 
solve nothing. Dijoud met the British minis- 
ter of state for foreign affairs. Peter Blaker, to 
discuss the rebellion but no statement was 
issued.

Volcanic ash 
circles globe 


VANCOUVER. Washington, June 3 
( AP) — The ash from the May 1 7 volcanic 
eruption at SL Helens mountain in 
Washington has traveled around the 
world and is back over North America, a 
meteorologist said. 

“The ash is over the Aleutian Islands in 
Alsaka. possibly up to the North Pole and 
then extending south through Canada.” 
said Roland Draxler of the Air Resources 
Laboratory of the National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration in Silver 
Springs, Maryland. 

"The ash is in the upper troposphere — 
about 6.000 to 12.000 meters up. It's 
probably in very low levels and you 
couldn' t see it." he said. "However, it may 
be measurable with scientific instru- 
ments." 


Man quits snake pit after 60 days 


JOHANNESBURG, June 3 (AP) — 
Masilo Johannes Mothemane quit bis cage 
and deadly companions of 60 days Sunday to 
claim the world's snake-sitting record. 


Mothemane wrests the title from fellow 
national Austin Stevens. Stevens climbed out 
of his own poisonous pit May 19 after 52 
days. 


But Mothemane' s title is not secure — it 
currently is being challenged by Leigh Van 
Den Bergh. 18, from Durban. She is the first 
woman to put herself in a pit full of deadly 
snakes — including boomslangs, puff adders, 
green mambas and bird- snakes. In West 
Germany. Briton Mike Didcson challenges 
the South Africans as he, too, sits with ser- 
pents.

New refugee influx 

Freighter leads Cuba flotilla 


KEY WEST, Florida, June 3 (Agencies) — 
A freighter jammed with 850 Cuban refugees 
headed toward Florida Tuesday leading a 
new flotilla of dozens of refugee boats. The 
fresh exodus pushes to almost 100.000 the 
number of Cubans who have fled to the 
United States since April 21, 

Coast guards said that 66 boats, including 
the Panamanian-registered Red Diamond, 
left the Cuban port of Mari el Monday in spite 
of storm warnings. One boatloadof 33 peo- 
ple had to be rescued by coast guards after its 
engine caught fire. 

The new influx promised to be one of the 
largest since refugees started leaving Cuba en 
masse by sea. Unconfirmed reports said that 
the Havana authorities had ordered all boats 
to leave Mariel within 24 hours. 

Meanwhile House of Representatives 
leader Jim Wright (Democrat Texas) said in 
Washington Monday that those responsible 
for the weekend 1 s rioting at the refugee camp 
in Fort Chaffee, Arkansas, should be sent 
back to Cuba. He agreed with Arkansas 
Governor Bill Clinton that agitators had been 
sent by theCuban government to create the 
disturbances, sparked off by bureaucratic 
delays in allowing the refugees to join rela- 
tives and friends already settled in the United 
States. 


However. White House spokesman Jody 
Powell said there was no evidence of agita- 
tion. 


Powell pointed out that only “a 'few 
hundred" of the 1 0.000 refugees at Fort Chaf- 
fee had taken part in the riot. Half of the 
90.000 Cubans arrived in the past six weeks 
had been resettled, and the average time 


spent in the camps was only 10 days, com- 
pared to 100 days for earlier refugees from 
Indochina. 

President Jimmy Carter ordered the milit- 
ary on Monday 10 more than triple security at 
the refugee center in response to the distur- 
bance. 

Powell said Carter had instructed a 
1 ,400-man increase in security personnel at 
Fort Chaffee, lifting the force from 600 to 
2,000. About 800 members of the Arkansas 
National Gurad, at the base for training, will 
be part of the security group until “regular 
army personnel are moved into the area.” 

He said “those personnel have been given 
instructions to use reasonable nonlethal force 
to make sure (Cubans) do not leave the are- 
a." Three Cubans were shot Sunday evening 
as police drove them back into the camp. 
More than a dozen were injured. 

The government did not fear similar riots 
at other camps. Powell said. The Cubans at 
Fort Chaffee were mainly young unmarried 
men with no relatives in die U.S. and had to 
wait longer than usual. 

Fifty of the alleged ringleaders in the dis- 
turbances had been arrested and were facing 
trial, Powell added. 

The trouble started when 300 refugees 
made a short-lived escape then, after being 
returned to the camp, got inside the military 
perimeter defended by national guardsmen. 
Some 20 shots were fired and tear gas and 
truncheons were also said to have been used. 

The 800 national guardsmen have since 
been reinforced by 1,400 federal troops, but 
residents of the nearby town of Barling have 
protested against the alleged lack of security 
measures. 


U.S. okays sale of kangaroo goods 


WASHINGTON. June 3 (LAT) — The 
government has changed its min d about kan- 
garoos. It has decided there are enough of the 
long-legged, thick- taQed beasts in Australia 
to permit Americans to buy shoes, bells and 
handbags made from their hides. 

In 1974, the government declared three 
kangaroo spedes — the red. the eastern gray 
and the western gray — to be endangered 
spedes and banned commerdai import of 
kangaroos and kangaroo products. But Assis- 
tant Secretary of the Interior Robert L. 
Herbst said last week that the ban is 
scheduled to be lifted for a two-year trial 
period 30 days after a notice is published in 
the federal register. 


The government changed its mind after 
David Anderson, a Fish and Wildlife Service 
offidal. made a first-hand study of the kan- 
garoo question in Australia at the request of 
the Australian government. 

Anderson found there were nearly 32 mil- 
lion kangaroos in Australia, a much higher 
number than U.S. Offidals had thought He 
learned that there were 5 million of the 200- 
pound animals in just one Australian state. 

New South Wales. 

Anderson also found that the number of 
kangaroos being killed for commercail pur- 
poses is substantially below the figure that 
would be harmful to the kangaroo popula- 
tion.

talks bid to 
be renewed 


BODO AIR BASE. Norway, June 3 (R) 
— NATO midear planners are expected to 
renew their offer of immediate East- West 
talks on limiting intermediate range nu dear 
weapons in Europe at a two-day conference 
starting here Tuesday. 

But a top offidal from one of the 12 coun- 
tries taking part in the Nndear Planning 
Group (NPG) told reporters Monday the 
Soviet Union might be tempted instead to 
delay such negotiations until its program of 
deploying SS-20 missiles and Tupoley-26 
“backfire" bombers was complete. 

To counter die new three-headed SS-20, 
which has a range^of 4300 kilometers and is 
capable of reaching any point on the Euro- 
pean continent, NATO decided to acquire 
and deploy almost 600 Pershing-2 and Cruise 
missiles in Western Europe. The first Cruise 
missiles will be stationed in Western Europe 
at the end erf 1983. 

U3. Defense Secretary Harold Brown, 
who arrived Monday night will be among die 
mi otters discussing the facilities for NATO’s 
aiissile arsenal.

John Martin, director of nedear planning 
at NATO headquarters, told reporters Mon- 
day the Wests major concern over Soviet 
arms remained the backfire bomber and the 
SS-20, of which about 150 are already 
deployed. All NATO countries, except 
France which follows an independent nudear 
policy, Iceland, and Luxembourg, are attend- 
ing the NPG meeting. Portugal is participat- 
ing for the first time. 

Meanwhile, French President Valery Gis- 
card cfEstaing has again warned the Soviet 
Union that the European security conference 
in Madrid next November can succeed only if 
the Kremlin takes action to improve the 
international atmosphere. 

The warning came Monday night at a state 
dinner for Giscard <f Estaing given by Finnish 
President Urfio Kalewa Kekkonen, whose 
country’s central foreign policy aim is to fos- 
ter Fast- West detente from a position of 
active neutrality. 

The warning to Moscow was couched dip- 
lomatically and did not mention the Soviet 
Union by name. It amounted to a restatement 
of a French position conveyed personally to . 
Soviet leader Leonid Brezhnev in Warsaw 
two weeks ago by the French president. This 
approach produced no apparent softening of 
Moscow’s stance on its military intervention 
in Afghanistan.
